WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is keeping its 
options open on the possibility of 
more commando raids to free 
American prisoners similar to 
the daring but fruitless weekend 
mission just 23 miles from 
Hanoi, according to Pentagon 
sources. 
In describing the alm ost 
fiction-like raid to newsmen 
Monday, Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird said the com­ 
mandos were sent far beyond 
the North Vietnamese border 
because of frustrated diplomatic 
efforts 
to 
free 
captive 
Americans. 
“We shall continue to make 


every 
effort 
to 
free 
our 
prisoners,” Laird said during a 
news conference. “This mission, 
this daring mission. . . ,” he 
went on, “ does show our 
dedication to these men and we 
will do everything that we can in 
our power to accomplish their 
early release.” 
When asked later if this meant 
more raids, the Pentagon source 
declined to rule them out, saying 
officials weren’t closing the door 
on the possibility. 
Laird himself had hinted at 
possible similar tactics in the 
future during his 
opening 
remarks Monday when he told of 
preparing contingency plans for 
commando raids in the face of 
Hanoi’s refusal to negotiate.

Orr said the general fund 
dwindled as continuing inflation 
caused the Legislature to add 
$88 million as a cost of living 
adjustment for Public School 
Aid. 
Other factors were a $70 
million increase for Welfare 
Public Assistance and Medi-Cal 
Orr said. 
Orr said $63 million less tax 
dollars from wage-earners and 
$28 million less from business 
also accounted for the fund bite.

Study for a bachelor’s degree 
should bé reduced to three years 
by having college-level courses 
taught in high school, the 
Carnegie 
Foundation Com­ 
mission on Higher Education 
recommends. 
The one-year reduction would 
save colleges $3.5 billion to $5 
billion a year, the commission 
said in a 55-page report issued 
Monday. 
Commission Chairman Clark 
Kerr, former president of the 
University of California, said 
the report seeks to correct the 
“aimlessness of what is now 
called general education” and to 
meet the needs of older students, 
women and minorities. 
“We think too much time is 
being spent by young people in 
higher education,” Kerr said. 
“We think that the high schools 
can take on a good deal more 
than they are now doing.” 
Kerr said the report was 
approved unanimously by the 
18-member 
com m ission 
of 
educators and industrialists 
which includes five university 
presidents. 
“Students should be given the 
option of taking some time off 
before or during college without 
being 
called 
dropouts 
or 
failures,” Kerr said. “Our GIs

It’s Good Scenes We W ont 


We don’t have to take a poll to be quite sure that keeping 
Tehama County attractive, and restoring parts that have fallen into 
unattractive disarray, is a m atter important to most of us — though 
in some cases it is only the other fellow’s disarray that seem s to 
m atter. But we are inclined to be a bit timid about it. The idea that 
every man is entitled to do as he wants with his own property is 
relinquished with reluctance. We are inclined to excuse our ac­ 
ceptance of unattractive installations with the old bromide “ you 
can’t stop progress.” 


It actually was decided long before our time that every m an is 
not entitled to do anything he wants with his own property, and of 
course we do recognize that, even if with reluctance. That being the 
case, it is only fair to ourselves, our neighbors and to everyone 
concerned that we set standards that we want to live with, and then 
enforce them uniformly. An easily recognizable case in point is that 
of automobile wrecking yards. We all realize that they are a 
necessary accom paniment of our automotive age. Most all of us 
consider them ugly to look at. As a result, we have made rules 
governing them , required fences and plantings, limited the height 
car bodies can be piled, and set limits on burning. But it’s doubtful 
that the rules are strict enough, and we certainly have been too 
lenient in their enforcement. 


There is indication county officials are tightening enforcement 
of the wrecking yard regulations, and that is good. In recent years, 
too, there has been increased awareness of aesthetics on the part of 
private and sem i-private enterprises. It is encouraging, too, that 
rules have been adopted to control trailers and mobile homes. That, 
however, is a comparatively new field — one in which we will do 
well to proceed with caution. 


There is the danger on the one hand, that we do not appreciate 
sufficiently the new approach to housing that the mobile home 
offers, and the economic as well as social value of encouraging 
people with travel trailers to come to Tehama County for 
recreation. On the other hand, there is the danger that either in the 
fatalistic “you can’t stop progress” spirit, or in recognition of the 
actual values involved, that we won’t be imaginative enough, that 
we won’t set our standards high enough. 


To realize the best possible for our county, we must look upon 
every proposed trailer or mobile home installation as a potential 
asset, and then make sure that our standards are high enough that 
it will be. There must be adequate setbacks, adequate open space, 
and attractive plantings as well as adequate health and safety 
precautions. A different type of housing and a different style of 
living m ust not be perm itted to win acceptance for new slums, 
either urban or rural. We will do well to be appreciative of new 
scenes, but we must insist that they be good scenes.

WASHINGTON - The story 
can now be told how the State 
Department repeatedly defied 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee when the committee 
sought to get to the bottom of 
m isconduct charges ag ain st 
Senator Joe Tydings, D-Md. 
The incident led to a con­ 
fro n tatio n betw een F oreign 
R elations 
C hairm an 
Bill 
Fulbright, the caustic Arkansas 
Democrat, and Secretary 
of 
State William Rogers, the most 
easy going, personable man in 
the Nixon cabinet. 
At the height of the affair, 
Rogers, trying to stay out of it, 
refused even to answer an of­ 
ficial, w ritten req u est from 
Fulbright in which the Senator 
angrily threatened to cut off 
State Departm ent funds if he 
didn’t get the information he 
wanted. 
It all started last August with 
Life 
m agazine’s 
report 
that 
Tydings had misused his in­ 
fluence to help some business 
associates get a State D epart­ 
m ent 
loan. 
F u lb rig h t 
im ­ 
m ediately asked the S tate 
Departm ent for a full report. 
In his letter to Scott Heuer, the 
Inspector General for Foreign 
Assistance, Fulbright also asked 
for an interim report on the 
m atter in case the full report 
proved to be “ time-consuming.” 
When 
an official 
in 
the 
bureaucracy 
gets 
a 
request 
from the congressional com­ 
m ittee 
th at 
oversees 
his 
departm ent, he acts fast. So 
Fulbright got his reply from 
Heuer the next day, Aug. 26, 
prom ising 
a 
thorough 
in­ 
v estigation and an in terim 
report if the full report took a 
long time. 
That was the last evidence of 
haste by the State Department. 
Late in September, the Foreign 
Relations staff began to hound 
Heuer for the report. Several 
times, he promised it would be 
ready in a m atter of days. But it 
never arrived. 
Early in October, Heuer said 
there would be an indefinite 


delay. Fulbright was furious. On 
Oct. 12, he fired off a letter to 
Rogers. 
The letter demanded copies of 
all correspondence, m em oranda 
and other documents on the 
Tydings loan as well as “ copies 
of any 
d raft 
in v estig ativ e 
reports on the m atter.” 


FULBRIGHT’S THREAT 
Fulbright reminded 
Rogers 
starchily that if a formal request 
for 
inform ation 
from 
a 
congressional committee is not 
met within 35 days, the com­ 
m ittee can cut off funds from the 
offending office. 
“ I hope,” said Fulbright in 
closing, “ the departm ent will be 
cooperative with the committee 
on this problem so that it will not 
be 
necessary 
to 
invoke 
the 
sanctions of Section 624 (d ) (7). 
Please advise me as to when the 
committee can expect to receive 
this m aterial.” 
Although 
R ogers’ 
office 
received the Fulbright letter the 
day after it was mailed, the 
Secretary never answered it. 
Instead, Fulbright got a copy of 
the final full report a full month 
later — a week after the elction. 
The report cleared the defeated 
Tydings belatedly of misusing 
his influence. 
No interim report was ever 
received. Fulbright was so in­ 
censed that he made a speech 
about it when the Democrats 
caucased behind closed doors 
before the beginning of the 
current lame-duck session of 
Congress. 
Questioned by this column 
about his failure to answer 
F u lb rig h t’s request, R ogers 
passed the buck, saying he had 
only a minor role in the m atter. 
He referred the questions to 
William Macomber, the State 
D ep artm en t’s liaison officer 
with Congress, who said he had 
taken charge of the m atter after 
the first Fulbright letter to 
Heuer. It is customary /or Heuer 
to rep o rt to the S e c re ta ry 
himself. 
Macomber said: 
“We cer­ 
tainly didn’t want the Secretary 


involved in this.” He further 
insisted that the Departm ent 
“acted honorably” in the m atter 
and vigorously denied that there 
had been any political pressure 
from the W hite House to hold up 
the report. Asked why Fulbright 
had 
never 
received 
the 
prom ised 
interim 
rep o rt, 
Macomber said it had simply 
slipped his mind. Meanwhile, 
Heuer, the man who did the 
report, is out of the country. 


NIXON KEEPS HANDS OFF 
Senator Howard Baker, R- 
Tenn., ever eager to get ahead in 
the Senate, paid an unpublicized 
call upon President Nixon at 
Key Biscayne, Fla., recently to 
seek support for the Senate 
Republican leadership. 
Baker was testing the w ater to 
find out whether he might be 


able to oust veteran Senate GOP 
leader Hugh Scott. 
But the President would have 
no part of the plot. He said he 
had intervened twice, as Vice 
President, in backstage House 
leadership battles and had been 
badly “ burned.” 
He 
sta te d 
em p h atically , 
therefore, that he would never 
get involved in another Senate 
or House leadership fight and 
that he would instruct his aides 
to rem ain strictly neutral. 
Footnote: Scott appears to be 
in 
no danger of losing the 
leadership. Re-elected to the 
Senate by a greater vote than 
any other Republican, he has 
picked up support from at least 
two who previously had backed 
B aker. 
They 
a re 
Senators 
Marlow Cook, R-Ky., and Ted 
Stevens, R-Alaska.

customers, has been reduced 1.5 
per cent to 6 per cent this year. 
— Municipalities are finding it 
less expensive to borrow. The

new spaper has fallen from 
about 6.4 per cent 
in mid- 
October to less than 6 per cent 
now. 
— Three-month Treasury bills 
are near 5 per cent compared 
with more than 6 per cent in

Treasury bonds, at 6.9 per cent 
in September, are below 6 per 
cent now. 
— Commercial paper rates, 
which are the rates companies 
charge each other for short­ 
term borrowing, were cut in 
recent days as much as >/2 point 
to between 5 and 6 per cent.

Demonstrators Break 
49 Windows At 
Stanford University 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 
Rock-throwing 
demonstrators 
broke 49 windows at Stanford 
University Monday night in a 
protest of the U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam last weekend. 
No arrests or injuries were 
reported. 
About 200 persons on the 
11,000-student campus attended 
a peaceful, one-hour rally at 
which speakers denounced the 
Indochina war in general and 
the bombing in particular. 
As it was ending about 9 p.m., 
someone shouted “Off pig!” and 
“Trash Aero-Astro!” 
A crowd, which witnesses said 
included former students and 
junior high school pupils as well 
as university students,

Sciences building. 
Witnesses said 49 windows 
were broken in the building,

Party came to power in 1948, 
Coloureds were allowed to elect 
four 
white 
persons 
to 
Parliament to represent them. 
Within the last year, that has 
been changed so that the 
Coloureds do not today have 
anyone in Parliament directly 
representing them. 
Instead, 
there has 
been 
created a Coloured Represen­ 
tative Council — made up of 60 
Colured members. 
Forty of 
these members are elected by 
the Coloureds, and 20 are ap­ 
pointed by the government. 
This council is a “ Little 
Parliament,” dealing strictly 


with Coloured affairs. 
Its 
members are of the majority 
party, the Federal Party, and 
the minority Labor Party. 
At present, the Federal Party, 
which is pro-government (for 
the 
separate 
developm ent 
policy) has 36 members on the 
council, while the m inority 
party — which favors in­ 
tegration with the white com­ 
munity — has only 24 members. 
This council is empowered to 
enact laws relating to finance, 
education, community welfare 
and pensions, rural areas and 
settlements for Coloureds, and 
local government. It is ap­ 
propriated a sizeable budget by 
Parliament each year. 
Actions of this council are not 
legally binding, but are almost 
always allowed to stand if they 
do not run counter to acts of 
Parliament. 
I talked for some length with 
T. R. Swartz, chairman of the 
Coloured 
R e p re se n ta tiv e 
Council and leader of the 
majority party. I asked him how 
the council method compared 
with the former method of the 
Coloureds 
electing 
white 
representatives to Parliament. 
“From our point of view, it 
couldn’t be better,” he said. 
“Most of us in the Coloured 
community feel we can do a 
better job of legislating and 
administering our local affairs 
than can white representatives 
whom we elect to Parliam ent.” 
Admitting that he had been 
called an “Uncle Tom,” Swartz 
had much praise for 
the 
separate development program 
of the ruling National Party. 
“In the old days, there was the 
same segregation in practice, 
but it wasn’t sanction by law,” 


Groups Claim Nixon

“We believe millions of these 
children are going hungry at 
lunch. . . we urge you to take 
whatever steps are necessary to 
insure that all needy children 
will be fed.” 
The telegram referred to a 
speech Christmas Eve, 1969, by 
Dr.

on 
nutrition, who said “ the 6.6 


million needy children will get a 
free school lunch program by 
Thanksgiving, 1970. . . ” 
The group said that only 4.2 
million children were being 
given free or cut-price lunches 
in September, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. But 
the D epartm ent of Health, 
Education and Welfare, 
the 
organizations added, estimates 
there may be as many as 14.7 
million economically disad­ 
vantaged school children in the 
country.
